treasury studies are being made 
and that he hoped they would be 
in shape for use by congressional 
committees meeting in November 
to consider tax revisions. 
In answer to other queries. Mr. 
Roosevelt said 
the undistributed 
profits’ tax and the capital gains* 
tax are being given attention by 
the treasury in this connection. 
These two levies recently have 
drawn the fire of business spokes­ 
men, 
who 
have 
asserted 
they 
were partially responsible for the 
stock m arket downtrend. 
Critics of the levies have con­ 
tended they are undermining the 
confidence of business men and im­ 
peding economic improvement and 
stability. 
Chairman Vinson (D) of 
Ken­ 
tucky of a house ways and means 
tax subcommittee told reporters: 
“We are going to give the full­ 
est and most careful consideration 
to the question of retaining, repeal, 
ing or revising the capital gains 
tax.” 
He has favored making repairs 
on th© tax on undistributed corpor­ 
ation profits, chiefly to soften its 
impact on weak corporations—such 
as those handicapped by deficits or 
debts.

The Japanese army spokesman 
announced at midday that Japa­ 
nese had pushed back the Chinese 
a few hundred yards to occupy 
Kwangfu. an important Chinese de­ 
fense position. The Chinese spokes­ 
man declared Japanese wore driven 
back at the same point.

[ORE than two weeks have passed since the 
President gave the world unlimited chances to 
guess what be meant by repudiating the theory 
of Isolation In his speech at Chicago. 
After the speech, the state departm ent accepted 
•a invitation to this government to participate In 
• conference of signatories to the Nine-Power 
treaty at Brussels. It further announced that this 
government's “conclusions” were In "general accord 
with those of the assembly of the League of Na­ 
tions.” 
Last Tuesday night. President Roosevelt formally 
stated that Norman H. Davis, who will speak for 
the United States st Brussels, would enter the 
conference "without any commitments on the part 
of this government to other governments.” There 
the matter stands at present. 


The Brussels conference opens Oct. 30. On Nov. 
IS a special session of congress will convene. Con­ 
gressmen will want to know why the chief executive 
apparently has discarded the neutrality act, which 
they adopted. They will want to know whether the 
Chicago outburst was a speech or a program. They 
will want to know whether Mr. Roosevelt's frown 
on other governments Is supposed to mean some­ 
thing.

HEN Hazel and Mable Jane Smith and their 
brother, Logan, entered Taylor university at 
Upland, Ind. this fall, they brought with them 401) 
chickens and three goats. 


The chickens and goats are to earn the Smith 
trio s way through the university. The trio really 
Is four, because Logan'* wife. Opal, came with 
them. She s to be their housekeeper. 
It’s a habit with the Smith family, fanners near 
Hagerstown. Omer Smith, the father, originated the 
poultry method of financing college expenses when 
bis oldest daughter. Martha, started to Taylor in 
1929. Martha kept chickens through her five years 
of university training. She now is teaching school 
at Coulterville, 111. 


The three Smiths now in school arrived by truck 
and moved into a four-room house. The job of reg- 
istering for classes had to wait until the flock 
of chickens were housed iii two poultry buildings 
and the goats turned out to pasture. 
The egg market is good and the Smiths figure the 
net profits for the winter from sale of eggs will be 
$$1)0. School expenses for the three will be about 
$625 and living costs $300. Thus, the hens come close 
to paying the entire hill 
Hazel, now 20, is a junior and Mahlc Jane. 18. is a 
freshman. Opal keeps house for the other three in 
the home which they rent for $100 a year. 
The chickens have been bought each year from 
their father at $J each. When school is over they 
sell them back to their father at the same price and 
ainee most laying hens sell for $1.50 after a year * 
production. Mr. Smith doesn’t do badly either. 
The feed is bought at home and trucked to Up­ 
land. 
Last year the youthful egg merchants didn’t do 
so well. The market was had and they had some hens 
which turned out to be "cannibals'’ and killed many 
of the others. Net profit for the year was only 
about $300. 
They hope to make up a little of that this year. 
They have installed lights in the poultry houses 
which are turned on automatically from 9:30 to 
10:30 each night. Thfc lights cause the hens to eat an 
extra meals and lay more eggs, the Smiths say. 
All three members of th-* family know the poultry 
business thoroughly. Their father operates a poul­ 
try farm where he maintains 12,000 chickens.

Progress in a $55,000.000 pro­ 
gram for nine new dams to control 
floods and improve navigation in 
the Pittsburgh area was described 
by Scott F. Harvey district super­ 
intendent of locks and dams, in an 
address before Kiwanis club at 
Travelers hotel Thursday noon. 
These dams will

separate from flood walls and other 
projects in the Ohio valley’s 124, 
000,000 program, Mr. Harvey ex 
plained. He said most of Pitts­ 
burgh’s $200,000,000 damage in the 
1936 flood would have been avoided 
had the proposed dam system been 
min operation then.

More than $1,000,000 was spent 
in 
preliminary 
research 
before 
starting on any of these dams, the 
speaker said. He predicted that 
Emsworth dam, first in the series, 
would be completed late this fall 
and actual construction at Crooked 
Creek and Tionesta dams would 
get underway within a few weeks. 
Tygart Nearly Finished 
Tygart dam, an $18,000,000 struc­ 
ture authorized under PW A several 
years ago, is 99 percent complete, 
Mr. Harvey declared. Containing 
approximately 1,240,000 cubic yards 
of concrete, this will be the largest 
concrete structure ©ast of the Mis­ 
sissippi, Mr. Harvey said. 
He added that in addition to 
furnishing water supply for Graf­ 
ton, Pa., the Tygart dam would 
impound a conservation pool which 
might be released to raise naviga­ 
tion channels during droughts. 
The river expert said popular 
demand for removal of all naviga­ 
tion dams followed the disastrous 
St. Patrick’s day flood of 1936. He 
pointed out however, that since 
six of the IO worst recorded floods 
In this district occurred before 
navigation dams were built, en­ 
gineers are certain that dams do 
not cause floods. 
Commercially owned and operat­ 
ed equipment aggregating $225.- 
000,000 is dependent upon the 32 
navigation dams in this district, 
Mr. Harvey said.

To Dry Spot For Fifth Graders Who Double Up As 


Teacher Runs For Bucket To Catch Drippings 


Rainy days are moving days for Dorothy Southall. Leonard John­ 
son and Nicky Galeoti. 
As soon as they hear the patter of raindrops on the roof of their 
fifth grade portable classroom behind Garfield school they look in­ 
quiringly at Mrs. Hazel Keiser, teacher. 
When It becomes apparent that the rain is more than a passing 
shower, Mrs. Keiser gives a signal +--- 
••• — * - 
and Dorothy, Leonard and Nicky ' 
double up” at the desks of other 
pupils across the room. 
Then Mrs. Neiser gets out a 
bucket to catch 
the water that 
leaks through the roof. She places 
it with a skill born of intimate ac­ 
quaintance with the habit of drip­ 
ping water, for the technique of 
catching intruding raindrops seems 
to be a requirement for portable 
classroom teachers. 
No Unused Desks 
There are no unused desks in 
the school. When the roof starts 
leaking children must either sit two 
to a desk or stand at the rear of 
the room. 
But leaking roofs which have 
loosened large sections of the class­ 
room ceilings are among the minor 
worries of teachers in East Liver­ 
pool’s 
three 
remaining portable 
buildings, all placed behind Gar­ 
field school. 
Since there are no lavatories in 
these wooden shacks, twice a day 
classes must be Interrupted while 
pupils put on their wraps, run 
across to the main building, return 
to their home room, hang up their 
wraps and take their seats again. 
Besides wasting 20 minutes each 
morning and afternoon, this sudden 
exposure to cold outdoor air is a

to

health. 
The three portable classrooms, 
all long past their normal demoli­ 
tion time, are nothing but the little 
old red schoolhouses of a century 
ago, painted grey and crowded to­ 
gether In the back yard of an even 
older brick building. 
In Mrs. Nelser’s fifth grade build 
tog an odd assortment of unmatch 
ed desks is crowded in a rough 
circle around a single small coal 
stove. When winter ’ comes, pupils 
In the center of the room roast 
while those near the thin walls 
huddle under outdoor coats.

Liverpool's Mail Dispenser Set Town’s Tongues Wagging 


But He Wasn’t Drunk— First Pair Of 'Left And Right’ 


Shoes, On Wrong Feet, Cramped His Style

AST LIVERPOOL, In the early days of its existence, was for a 
' number of years without a postoffice. The mall, carried by stage*, 
passed through the northern part of the county. Wellsville and Little 
Beaver bridge were the closest, postoffice*. 
About 1830, William Smith and two other citizens made weekly 
trips alternately to the two post 
offices and collected the mull. Mat­ 
thew Laughlin, father of Homer 
Laughlin, was the postmaster at 
Little Beaver bridge. Through his 
efforts a boy was obtained to take 
the mail each week to the village 
of Liverpool and deposit it with 
the towns postmaster, John Col­ 
lins. 
Mr. Collins served in this office 
without remuneration, He had a 
warehouse at tile foot of Market 
street, near the present site of the 
Midiron Storage Co. He not only 
owned a storehouse, but also a high 
hell crown hat, which wa* Kant 
Liverpool's first "postoffice." The 
mall was never heavy, and Mr, 
Collins, a genial personality, would 
store tho mail in tho lining of his 
hat and go about his daily duties. 
Whenever anyone would stop him 
and ask for mail, he would remove 
his hat and look among the few 
letters. 
Describes New Boots 
If the townpeople did not stop 
the postmaster, it was quite* likely 
they would not receive their mail 
until they asked for it, unless In- 
happened to remember he had a 
letter for them in his hat. 
One day William P. Morris, tho 
uncle of Andrew Carnegie, stopped 
Mr. Collins on the street. 
“John, do you know 
th e y are 
making boots now for the right 
and left feet,” he asked. 
"Shucks, no,’’ laughed the post­ 


master, "I never heard tell of dif­ 
ferent boots for your feet. What’s 
this world coming to?” 
"They say they’re real easy on 
the feet," continued Mr. Morris, 
"I'd think with a* much walking as 
you do, you would try a pair. The 
cobbler here in town was telling 
me he knows how to make them.’’ 
"Maybe I’ll look into it,” prom­ 
ised Mr. Collins, "but I guess my 
own boots suit me all right with­ 
out trying any new Tangled ones.” 
Mr. Morris laughed and went on 
his way. He w-as willing to wager 
his 
last 
dollar 
the 
postmaster 
would ‘look into it.” 
Mr. Coirint Enthusiastic 
Two weeks later the cobbler de­ 
livered the shoes to the postmas­ 
ter. He had not been able to resist 
the temptation to try out the new­ 
est thing in footwear. They were 
shining and bright. The shoemaker 
was obviously very proud of the 
first pair of ‘‘lefts and rights” to 
he worn in the town. Mr. Collins 
did not share his enthusiasm. He 
eyed the shoes with mistrust, but 
set them carefully at the foot of 
his bed when he retired and cover­ 
ed them with a woolen shawl to 
keep off the dust. 
The next morning the little vil­ 
lage of East Liverpool had a sur­ 
prise. John Collins seemed drunk. 
Ile was heard cursing vociferously. 
He had been seen heading for his 
stotehouse and his gait was that 


of a drunk man arid his language 
unprintable. Something was wrong 
John Collins did not drink; lie did 
I not swear to any great extent. His 
I disposition was genial and friendly.

Common Ailment Affecting 


Joints Sometimes Quite 


Difficult To Cure 


B Y R O Y A L 8. C O P E LA N D . NI. D. 
B U R SITIS IS an obstinate dis- 
ease, a rather common 
ail* 
ment. 
To many persona it is a 
serious ailment, often difficult to 
cure. 
To understand the disease 
it is well to become familiar with 
the anatomy involved in this dis­ 
order. 
The body is equipped with many 
joints. 
Each joint is surrounded 
by a cap or sac. known to the doc­ 
tor as the busra. 
This cavity con­ 
tains a fluid which serves to lubri­ 
cate the joint and aid free move­ 
ments. 
As a result of a fall or a blow, 
the bursa may become inflamed 
and possibly infected. 
This pro­ 
duces the condition called bursitis. 
It is an annoying and disabling dis­ 
order. 
, 
Though any Joint of the body 
may be involved, it is most likely 
to attack the knee joint. 
Undoubt­ 
edly many of you are familiar with 
what is commonly called “water on 
IR*-* knee.” 
The same disability is 
^ ic o u n te re d 
among 
those 
who 
scrub floors: it is frequently re­ 
ferred to then as 
“housemaid’s 


knee.” 
Both these familiar condi­ 
tions are examples of bursitis. 
The victim of bursitis first no­ 
tices that the disordered joint is 
red. swollen and warm to touch. 
Any movement is painful. The pain 
may be so seven* as to prevent 
bending the joint, walking or even 
standing. The sufferer may be de­ 
prived of sleep because of the se­ 
vere pain. 
Bursitis should never be confused 
with rheumatism, neuritis or arth­ 
ritis. 
Although these conditions 
resemble one another, the pain of 
bursitis is severe and prolonged, 
much more severe than that caused 
by the other disease. 
It is always 
associated with a fall, blow or 
other mechanical cause. 
When the knee, or other Joint, 
first becomes involved, it should be 
placed in a comfortable position if 
one can be found. 
A splint will 
help amazingly. 
No heavy lifting 
or carrying should be permitted. 
The sufferer should remain in bed 
until the swelling and pain have 
disappeared. 
If other joints are 
involved rest is just as important. 
Don’t Neglect It 
Never neglect bursitis because to 
do so may lead to a permanent de­ 
formity of the joint. Infection is 
another danger of neglect. 
If it 
takes place, and pus forms, an op­ 
eration may be necessary. The op­ 
eration is an involved one. and con­ 
stant medical care is required for 
a long time afterward. 
Some persons reem more sus­ 
ceptible to bursitis than others. 
This is due probably to some nat­ 
ural weakness of the joint. Where 
there is this tendency, strenuous 
activity should be taken to guard 
the weak joint from Injury or ex­ 
cessive strain. At times, it is bene­ 
ficial to wear a rubber cap or a 
protective bandage.

Since the discovery of the dis­ 
ease IO years ago, the U. S. For­ 
estry service, state and national 
park entomologists and more re­ 
cently the civilian 
conservation 
camps, have been waging a losing 
battle against the deadly fungus.

peninsula, 125 miles south of San 
Francisco, where there is the only 
living stand of natural Monterey 
cypress trees. Two principal groves 
are Cypress Point and Point Lo­

forestry officials said.

hedges situated within a few miles
